As  required  by  the  charter,  we  submit  in  this  Sixty-first 
Annual  Report  a  brief  statement  of  the  history  of  this  institu- 
tion  during  the  past  year  and  of  its  present  condition. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  marked  by  no  occurrences  or 
circu  mstances  of  special  interest  in  our  experience.  The  library 
has  been  doing  its  work  in  a  quiet  way  and  by  its  varied  influences 
of  books,  magazines,  newspapers,  and  chess  room,  has  been 
stimulating  and  directing  thought  among  the  wide  circle  of  those 
who  have  directly  or  indirectly  come  under  its  influence.  The 
statistics  which  we  are  able  to  present,  give  but  a  faint  indication 
of  the  extent  of  this  influence. 

BOOKS. 

Although  our  revenue  has  been  somewhat  less  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  the  accessions  of  books  to  the  library,  both  by 
purchase  and  by  gift,  have  been  larger  than  last  year,  and  the 
losses  have  been  much  fewer.  The  following  table  shows  the 
full  particulars  as  to  the  growth  of  the  library  :

BINDERY. 


As  foreshadowed  in  a  previous  Report,  our  books  are  con¬ 
tinually  showing  the  injury  which  they  received  from  being  wet 
at  the  time  of  the  fire,  making  necessary  large  expenditures  for 
re-binding.

LIBRARY  BULLETIN. 

The  publication  of  the  Quarterly  Bulletin  has  been  continued  ' 
through  the  year,  and  your  Board  see  in  it  sufficient  capabilities 
of  usefulness  to  justify  its  continuance.  They  are,  however, 
disappointed  that  its  value  as  a  help  to  learning  what  books  are 
added  to  the  Library,  and  as  a  guide  to  the  finding  of  the  new 
books  on  the  shelves,  has  not  been  more  widely  appreciated.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  reference  to  the  subject  will  suffice  to  lead  the 
members  to  see  that  their  own  advantage  and  satisfaction  in  the 
use  of  the  Library  will  be  enhanced  by  its  continuance,  and  that 
so  its  publication  will  not  be  a  charge  against  our  treasury. 
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It  has  been  the  aim  to  make  the  Bulletin  much  more  than  a 
list  of  the  accessions  to  the  Library,  and  so  there  have  been 
added  carefully  prepared  and  selected  critical  and  explanatory 
notes  to  many  books,  and  also  reading  notes  on  subjects  of 
general  interest.  In  the  number  for  January,  1883,  was  given 
Herbert  Spencer ;  in  July,  1883,  Daniel  Webster;  in  October, 
1883,  Martin  Luther  ;  in  January,  1883,  the  Catacombs.  These 
notes  were  prepared  respectively  by  the  Librarian  and  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  Mr.  Chas.  Henry  Hart.  They  have 
been  noticed  quite  favorably  by  the  press  and  by  librarians,  and 
have  added  not  a  little  to  the  reputation  of  the  Library. 

In  the  multiplicity  of  books  constantly  issuing  from  the 
press,  such  hints  as  to  the  selection  of  reading  matter  afe  are 
offered  by  these  notes  are  of  great  value  to  the  busy  man,  and 
to  those  who  are  not  skilled  in  the  selection  of  books.  This 
feature  of  the  Bulletin  will  be  continued  and  made  more  promi¬ 
nent  in  the  future.  It  is  in  contemplation,  also,  to  incorporate 
in  it  some  other  bibliographical  matter  of  general  interest.

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

In  obedience  to  what  seemed  to  be  a  public  call,  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  with  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company,  in 
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the  latter  part  of  the  year  1882,  for  the  introduction  of  the  electric 
light.  Four  arc  lamps, were  placed  in  the  main  library  room. 
While  these  lights  served  a  good  purpose  for  general  illumination, 
they  were  not  at  all  satisfactory  for  reading  purposes  by  reason 
of  their  unsteadiness,  and  so  the  contract  was  not  renewed  after 
the  expiration  of  the  six  months.  The  belief  is  still  cherished 
that  with  improved  apparatus  and  methods  of  generating  elec¬ 
tricity,  it  will  be  found  economical  and  every  way  advantageous 
to  use  the  incandescent  electric  lights  in  place  of  gas. 

OIL  LAMPS. 

On  account  of  the  insufficient  supply  of  gas  to  the  building, 
we  have  been  on  the  lookout  for  some  means  of  improving  the 
light  in  our  rooms.  As  an  experiment,  we  have  placed  in  the 
lower  reading  room  a  number  of  oil  lamps,  in  which  the  best 
head-light  oil  will  be  used.  The  light  is  quite  steady  and  clear, 
and  appears  to  give  general  satisfaction,  and  is  likely  to  result 
in  a  saving  of  expense. 

TELEPHONE. 

As  a  matter  of  convenience  to  the  members,  an  agreement 
has  been  made  with  the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  by  which  the 
library  has  been  made  a  pay  station  and  an  instrument  has  been 
placed  in  a  convenient  position  in  the  building.  Subscribers  to 
the  Telephone  Exchange,  communicating  from  their  offices  or 
places  of  business,  are  allowed  to  do  so  free  of  charge,  and  others 
can  have  the  use  of  the  instrument  on  the  usual  terms. 

POSTAL  ORDEKS. 

In  a  previous  report,  reference  was  made  to  the  use  of  postal 
orders  as  a  means  of  procuring  the  books  that  are  specially 
desired.  The  operation  of  the  rule  on  this  subject  seems  specially 
satisfactory,  and  an  increasing  number  of  members  are  availing 
themselves  of  this  provision  and  are  finding  it  a  great  help. 
Aside  from  its  advantage  as  a  method  of  getting  any  new  or 
popular  book,  it  serves  to  call  attention  to  books  which  have 
been  in  the  library  for  a  long  time,  but  which  may  have  been 
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lost  or  worn  out,  or  of  which  more  copies  are  needed.  For  some 
books  of  this  class  members  may  have  to  wait  a  little,  as  from 
their  being  nearly  or  quite  out  of  print,  time  may  be  required  to 
secure  the  purchase  of  them. 


It  will  be  obvious  on  a  little  reflection,  that  it  is  impossible 
for  any  library  to  supply  at  once  the  full  demand  for  any  new 
and  popular  books  of  merit.  If  members  would  more  generally 
adopt  the  practice  of  keeping  a  list  of  books  which  they  wish  to 
read,  or  to  examine  with  reference  to  reading,  and  bring  it  to  the 
library  with  them,  they  would  be  less  liable  to  disappointment 
in  their  search  for  books.  Having  before  them  a  considerable 
number  of  titles,  they  will  be  quite  certain  on  each  visit  to  the 
library  to  obtain  something  which  they  want,  and  in  a  short  time 
to  procure  all  the  books  on  such  a  list.
